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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-16,1 8-35 and 37-56 are allowed. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 17,36 and 57-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 17 is indefinite because it is not known 
to which "agent" the recitation of "the agent" refers, as there is "a contaminant removal 
agent" and "a mercury-bearing agent", and further because the claim recites "a plurality 
of ion exchange sites" without any correlation to the "pH dependent ion exchange sites" 
already recited in claim 14. (See paragraph no. 2 of the June 3, 2005 Office action). 
Claim 36 is indefinite because there is no direct antecedent basis for the recitation of " 
"the polyvalent metal sulfide" in claim 27. (Also, see the first Office action, at paragraph 
no. 2). Claim 57 is indefinite because there is no ending punctuation, thus it is known 
whether the claim is complete as written or if there is additional text. Claims 58-69 
depend from indefinite claim 57 and are indefinite for that reason. 

3. Claims 17,36 and 57-69 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. As all of the claims have either been allowed or indicated to be allowable upon 
appropriate amendment, any remarks made by applicant in the September 6, 2005 
amendment are moot and need not be answered by the examiner. 
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5. Amended claim 1 3 has the claim modifier of "(Currently Amended)", however, 
there are no underlines nor strikethroughs therein. Thus, either this claim must be 
presented as a proper amended claim or contain its original claim designation of 
"(Original)".
